Representative Cordell Hull of Tennes- 
see, a member cf the Ways and Means 
Committee. Mr. Hull said he was im- 
pelled to propose the legislation after 
following the. experiences. in England 
and France, which countries have estab- 
lished Government agencies to buy Gov- 
‘ernment obligations when they fall be- 
low par. 

The bill provides ‘‘ that the ‘Secretary 
of the Treasury shall.set aside and allot

Lord Rhondda Issues Order 
Which Gives an Adult About 
a Pound a Week. 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—After much ‘cogita- 
tion over various -proposals, Baron 
Rhondda, the Food Controller, tonight 
issued ‘a meat rationing order, which 
gives..each. civilian“about one pound: of 
meat. weekly. -..- 

| The.system adopted ig; somewhat com- 
plex. The, -meat« card,’ available for 
twenty weeks, provides four coupons 
weekly, three of which entitle the holder 
to buy uncooked butcher’s meat, includ- 
ing pork.. Each coupon represents the 
value of a fivepence. The fourth coupon 
entitles the holder to huy bacon, ham, 
poultry, game, rabbits, and preserved or 
prepared meats in an amount equivalent 
to five ounces of butcher’s meat. 

The coupons can be used in res- 
taurants, each half coupon entitling the 
holder to. one meat meal. The present 
prices of meat vary from about a shill- 
ing a pound for inferior grades to 1 


shilling 9 pence for the best cuts, so 
that the persons-.contented with inferior 
euts could obtain rather over a pound of 
butcher’s meat for three coupons of a 
total value of 15 pence. Children under 
10 are entitled to half a ration. 

It is understood .that the present meat 
ration in Germany is about .three- 
quarters of @ pound: weekly.

Thé men looked down into the trench, 
which apparently. was abandoned, but 
they were sure snipers were there. They

Within three years after his store at 206 Sixth Avenue opened its 
doors, Sumter was fired upon and the Republic was torn asunder.

more money was taken from the channels of trade than the present World

“*'On another occasion it was neces- 
gary to lower the lifeboats while in the 
war zone and hold “‘ abandon ship ’’ drill 
as réquired by law.

“<< On. several occasions, while passing 
wtp Ag the ‘war zone, it was necessary 

for me to go below, at the request of 
the corporal of the guard, in order to 
stop. members of the engineers’ force 
i smoking on exposed decks, this 
eing against the law in the war zone. 
These people in every case were for- 
eigners and ‘could not understand a word 
English, and in order for me to make 
them understand it was necessary for 
me to forcibly extinguish the cigarettes. 
* All in‘ all, they were the most il- 
literate and unkempt bunch of human 
beings it was ever my duty to deal with. 
The first hour of the watch the speed 
of the ship was reduced eh ‘one-half 
to. a full knot per hour. This is very 
dangerous in the war zone, speed being 
the main factor of safety. The reason 
for this reduction of speed is explained 
as follows: 
Engineers Independent. 

***T¢ any members of the engineer 
force decide that they do not care to go 
on watch they cannot be made to do so. 
The only recourse in this case is for the 
engibeer officer to send a representative 
among other watchers and obtain vol- 
unteers to stand the watch of these men. 
The pay of the men who do. not go on 


watch is then checked, and the .men 
who take their watches are paid from 
uch funds as are checked against the 
ormer. As the watches. always relieve 
at the meal hour, after volunteers have 
been secured they then go. below and get 
their meal, and this usually takes them 
about ‘an hour. As a result they get 
pay for a four-hour - watch, while 
actually they stand a three-hour watch, 
‘the first hour of their watch being short 
of men. 
“To the best of my’ knowledge this 
ed with every watch on the par- 
‘les ar ship in question from New York 
to Liverpool, and on the return trip, I 
saw as many as eight names reported to 
the Captain of the ship in one watch-for 
this reason, the engineer officer being 
uired to inform the Captain of the 
number of men absent from every watch 
without leave, in order that their pay 
be checke@. On sailing from New 
For K the vessel was short about twelve 
or fifteen men’of the complement, it be- 
Agere peg to get men before sailing. 
Captain of the ship stated to me 
that this happened on every voyage, and 
many cases he sailed with as many 
as. twenty or twenty-five are in 
the 2,4 complement. It is khown 
fact that speed is the greatest factor of 
safety 28 the merchant vessel. passin ng 
through the war zone, and the impair 
efficiency in the engine room force re- 
aults in reduced speed. 


* Hold Forged Affidavits. § _ 
#*he class of personnel in the fore- 
@astle-that composed the deck force was 


g most iMfliterate, and the majority ot 
rmsess gee cb ‘although a great raeat 
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of them had affidavits, &c., to the ef- 
fect that they were citizens of the 
United States. One.man we called on 
the bridge. and questioned stated that 
he secured his affidavit from.a “‘ butch- 
man” who kept a boarding house with 
whom ‘he was living. This man spoke 
very poor English; in fact, it was very 
hard to understand him at all at times. 
Apparently he was a Greek. 

“<The second factor of safety in the 
war zone is efficient lookouts, These 
cannot be had from the crew of a ves- 
sel, as°-was clearly demonstrated to me. 
On one occasion, when it was neces- 
sary io remove the passengers from 
this vessel after she had stru¢k a mine, 
while passengers were being lowered 
and removed to another vessel, one of 
the crew ofa boat transferring ‘the pas- 
sengers on coming alongside the relief 
ship jumped out of the boat and went 
aboard. the relief vessel, refusing to 
return to his ship in order to assist in 
bringing off the remaiping passengers. 
This man was declared a deserter. How- 
ever, the Seamen’s Union took the case 
up with the steamship company, and 
the decision that the man was a de- 
serter was overruled. The officers of 
thie -vessel stated that almost an entire 
‘new crew took the. vessel to ‘sea on 
every veyae?. and that there never was 
opportun y to instruct any of them 
properly before sailing, as they re- 
ported on board at the last minute be- 
fore sailing, and then many of them 
under the influqnoe of liquor, and some 
very drunk 

‘* Now, gentlemen of’ the committee, 
I have just a few more cases. These 
are specific instances of faulty conduct 
of personnel, Linited. States and allied 
merchant vessels, illustrating the ne- 
cessity for all tonnage trading through 
submarine areas being manned and op- 
erated by the navy: 

‘** Steamship Navajo, Aug. 1, 1917, 
800 miles west of Ireland, -shelled ‘by 
submaring, Ship caught fire. Five 
minutes after alarm of fire crew aban- 
doned any. No effort made to put out 
flames. oats lowered without stop- 
ping engines. Captain left ship. Third 
engineer took wheel and kept ship into 
wind. Later crew returned on board. 
Flames then beyond control, so Ca 


tain alleged... Reabandoned her. She 
was afloat next morning. 
‘* Steamship Wico, Aug. 6, 1917, near 


Isle of Guernsey. Ship convoyed by Brit- 
ish. destroyer. Submarine sighted 500 
yards distant. One shot fired immediate- 
ly and submarine submerged. Captain 
immediately on ishing aw eee save 
orders to ‘ abandon Engi 
stopped .as s00n as 5 ean sounded 
an deportment abandoned. Armed 
guard prevented ship being abandoned, 
and at point of pistol drove the engineer 
force, including chief, below. Bngines 
were started and ship resumed her vo 
age uninjured. Her escape undoubted y 
due, to presence of British: destroyer. 
Merchant complement did Po ge 
possible to lose her. This Captain di

Federal Grand Jury Finds No. 
‘Facts to Substantiate Stories 
of Spies, Executed. 


BASED ONLY ON RUMORS 
Report Also. Says There Was No 
Truth In Statement That Ammu- 

nition Was Sent to Germany. is 


, The... Federal Grand Jury for ‘the 
Southern District of New York, of which 
William P: Hamilton is foreman, made 
& presentment to United States Judge 
Edwin. S. Thomas yesterday, in which 
it stated that following a thorough ex- 
amination of a report that fourteen 
spies had been executed in the United 
States since. war was declared on Ger- 
many, and another to the effect that 
two. transatlantic’ steamers laden with 
ammunition for Germany had cleared 
from New York, it was in a position: to 
brand both reports as false.. The tales 
which forined the basis of the investiga- 
tion were given to the newspapers sev- 
eral: weeks ago by C. 8S. Thompson, ‘at 
that time the Chairman of the Pub- 
icity. Committee of the American De- 
fense Soctety. 

In the course of the presentment to 
Juiige, Thomas the Grand Jury deplores 
what it. terms ‘‘the tendency of the 
public press to give wide publicity to 
articles of a sensational nature '’ with- 
out first» having inquired into the truth 
‘of the reports. This part of the report 
was referred to in subsequent remarks 
by Judge Thomas, who said that it was 
his opinion that “‘ the great majority of 
newspapers have conformed to a very 
high standard of newspaper ethics,’’ and 
that these papers have Been of “ great 
assistance to the Government.”’ 

The presentment to. Judge Thomas 
was in two parts. The first referred to 
the report that two ships: with ammuni- 
tion on board had cleared for a Euro- 
pean port, and that the ammunition was 
‘intended for Germany. The’ article in 


question said that there was. need for 
greater ~- vigilance on the part of the 
united States Government, and then re- 
fers to the case’ of the two steamers 
“which between them carried 1,500,000 
rounds of small arms . ammunition 
manufactured and ‘stored in this coun- 
try and intended for Germany.’’ The 
article further stated that one of. these 
ships cleared for Copenhagen on Dec. 
20, 1917, and the other eleyen days later. 
This article,’’ the presentment adds, 
“was called.to the attention of the 
Grand Jury on the ground that if the 
statements refefred to as appearing in 
the said news articles were correct: the 
failure of any ‘person, or persons, hav- 
ing knowledge of the truth of such facts 
a rege : ie! — woe og a 
olation o ction ° e United: 
States Penal Code. 
“This Grand Jury presents to the 
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oxne aise tment then takes up the 
sta ement:in which Mr, Thompson said? 
@ are informed that fourtesn spies 


have been shot since the beginning of 


the war, codec tg. oth tt the news had 
ae withheld @ public.’’ The 

nd Jury states that in regard to. this 
statement it made inquiry to Gatenaeene 
its truth or falsity and that estab- 
lished" that the assertions Scctahned in 
the article referred to in respect.to the 
ap meaty of spies are not based upon 
fact;: and that; while C..S, Thompson 
maintains that such assertions. were 
based. upon information given to him, 
the source of the same information to 
Thompson was inquired into, and ‘it is 
rou e by this Grand Jury that any 
ntimation of this character .communi- 
cated to ‘the ‘said C. 8. Thompson was 
not based upon fact and is untrue.”’ 

presentment then states that’ 
Thompson: now :thinks he was misin- 
formed and closes by deploring, on the 
part ‘of the Grand Jurors, ‘* the ten- 
dency exhibited on the part of the pub- 
lic press: to give wide: publicity to ar- 
ticles of a sensational nature and char- 
acter, the truth and accuracy of which 
are not ascertained prior to the publica~ 
tion thereof.’ 

““This’ presentment which you have 
ust returned,’ said Judge Thomas ad- 

ressing the. jury, *‘ conforms to the 
high standard of Grand Jury work, and 
the thanks of the court are extended ‘to 
you for the initiative which you have 
taken in examining into this matter and 
filin this presentment. 

f course, these are very strenuous 
and important days, and they ca}l for 
the exercise of sound judgment in the 
making of any statement of facts re- 
lating to the war or the prosecution of 
it. ysterical statements made in print 
which are not founded on fact cause 
disastrous "results. _Generally speaking, 
I think it is fair to say that the great 
press of the country has. done and is 
doing wonderful work, and is pt great 
assistance to the Government’ in dis- 
seminating the news, which is extremely 
important in its essential prosecution of 
the war. From the very fact that this 
country is engaged in the prosecution 
of this world war, it places upon the 
press, as_it does upan everybody else, 
an. additional restraint, and that all re- 
porters and editors should scrutinize 
more carefully than ever statements 
which. are prepared, and which are to 
be printed, in the view that all news 
printed may be founded on fact and not 
on rumor. 

‘It is my. general observation that 
the press, generally speaking,, that is, 
the great majority of newspapers, have 
conformed to a very high standard of 
newspaper ‘ethics, if I may use that ex- 
pression, but now and then statements 
are made based on rumor, by either 

responsible. or irresponsible rsons, 
wh ch afe' printed as facts, and’ which 
might bring, as I say, ‘unfortunate and 
possibly disastrous results. 

“I hope that this presentment which 
you have filed will act as a warning to 
those who need it, as a check to those 
who neétd it, and as to those who do not 
need it, it certainly will do no harm so 
far as: they are concerned. But the work 
done is good work, and the thanks of 
the whole people are due to-you for in- 
vestigating these statements, which, if 
believed, as many believe everything 
they read in newspapers, expecially 
these days, to be facts, yeh difficulty 
would come as a result of it. 

‘“I’think the work you ‘have dohe wit 
cure any evil that has. existed along 
these lines, so that those who are en- 
aged in the newspaper work will 

btless be a little more, careful than 
they have been in the past.

Fleet Corporation Completes Plans 
“for Houses of Forty Dif- 
ferent Types. ‘ 


J. Roget Flannery, assistant to the 
President of the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration, a Pittsburgh manufacturer, 
who was called into sérvice by the Ship- 
ping Board to take charge of the, ques- 
tion of providing adequate housing for 
the workers in the néw. or expanded 


shipyards of the country, yesterday con-' 


ferred at the rooms: of the Merchants’ 
Association, in the Woolworth Building; 
with representatives’ of the association 
and of Jersey City, Bayonne, Newark, 
Elizabeth, and other New Jersey munic- 
ipalities which will .be affected by the 
problem of finding room for the in- 
creased staffs of various shipyards. 

Reports on the situation in the vari- 
ous New Jersey towns which had been 
prepared by experts for the Shipping 
Board were presented, and as a result 
of the conference Mr, - Flannery will to- 
day :nake a tour of the cities in ques- 
tion in company -with city officials and 
will study the situation as a whole. 

While no information was given out 
as to what occurred at the meeting, it 
is. understood that the completion. of 
detailed plans for housing the workers 
at the various yards is to be expected 
soon. Much of the work has been done 
already, but the varying factors enter- 
ing into the ‘situation around Newark 
and Raritan bays have made it impos- 
sible to make known full details of. the 
Plans as yet. 

In general, however, it is probable that 


the bulk of the increase in the forces’ 


employed at shipyards’ near New York 
will be taken care of by improvement 
of transportation facilities. An attempt 
will probably be made to get the Hudson 
tube to put in a station near the plant 
of the Submarine Boat Corporation in 
Newark, and another near the Federal 
Shipbuilding Company’s' establishment 
at Kearney. As the Hudson and Man- 


hattan lines are on the surface here it | 


is expected that the work of putting up 
these extra stations and of building short 
shuttle lines from them to the factories 
would not take up a great deal of time.

It was announced at yesterday's meet- 
ing by James P. Holland of the New 
York State Federation of Labor that the 
purpose of the organization is the ‘‘ ren- 
‘eral advancement of health and welfare 
of the workers and toilers.”” Before the 
‘meeting had advanced very far it was 
definitely made known that the league 

- sought in no way to infringe upon the

CALLS THEM “ BOLSHEVIKI” 


Defiance of United Hebrew’ Trades 
Pointed Out cs Step Toward 
Anti-War. Organization. 


An ‘anti-war labor: organization cf 
national scope, led by’ pacifists, Social- 
ists, and other-radica] malcontents, to 
fight the American Federation of Labor 
and weaken America’s role in the war 
by wéakening the loyalty,program di- 
rected by Samuel Gompers, was de- 
clared by federation labor leaders here 
yesterday to be the aim of the men 
who have persuaded the United Hebrew 
Trades to defy the ultimatum of the 
federation threatening. its merhbers 
with expulsion if the orders of the fed-- 
eration were not obeyed.. Ernest Bohm, 
Secretary of the. Central aleve sinner 
Union, said: 1 

“This is the organization of the 
Bolsheviki of America. It is a blow 
at the loyalty program of the American 
labor movement and it must be stopped. 
If these Bolsheviki have their way they 
would have this country run as Russia 
is; they would put the American. Fed- 
cration of Labor out of business, and 
run the nation on ‘a pacifist and Social- 
ist program. The Federation of Labor 
must take up the challenge and cail on 
the unions affiliated with the federation 
and‘ with the United Hebrew Trades to 
quit one or the other. We must draw 
the line to find out who are loyal Amer- 
icans and who are not and then we 
can* fight them better.’’ 

The federation submitted to the He- 
brew Trades an ultimatum that it must 
admit all federation bodies. This 
meant the admission to the United 
Hebrew Trades of the United Garment 
Workers, a federation body, and the 
consequent crippling of control over the 
200,000 members of the ‘United Hebrew 
Trades by the socialistie Amalgamated. 
Clothing Workers of America. The 
United Hebrew Trades has refused to 
admit the United Garment Workers. 
The alternative of accepting the terms 
of the ultimatum of ‘the federation was 
the expulsion from. the federatjon of 
those unions which stuck to the United 
Hebrew Trades.

EXTEND THE TIME FOR INCOME 
TAX RETURNS. 
. It is out of the question to expect 
that income tax ‘returns can be. pre- 
pared in time for filing with the Col- 
lectors of Internal, Revenue on or be- 
fore March 1. The Government, by 
extending the time, should willingly 
grant to income taxpayers the indul- 
gence which it has -had to ask of them 
for itself. The blanks which should 
have. been issued in- December have 
only just been made available for the 
persona] income. tax returns and for 
the excess 
profits tax blanks are still to be issued. 
. The filling in of the blanks has been 
made much more difficult by the com- 
plexities of the War Revenue act. A 
multitude of questions has been raised, 
all of which even the Treasury De- 
partment has not been able to answer 
with positive assurance of correct- 
ness. Nobody as yet knows how to 
fill in an excess *profits blank, there 
are so many problems in' the interpre- 
tation of the law remaining to -be 
solved. .

If the Allies do not win this war 
and no body of men.can help. more 
than the shipbuilders—life will not..be 
worth living in no longer free 
America. What is asked ef the men 
who can do:their share in building 
ships is-not only work, which will be 
well paid, but a demonstration of 
patriotism of which they will be proud 
when the war is won. There must be 
enopgh Ships’ finished in-record time 
to false the total of carriers of cargoes 
and troops to such a ffgure that. the 
raids of enemy submarines will show 
an ever-declining ratio of destruction, 
until the Germans are forced.to aban- 
don their one hope of victory. ‘ 

A crisis has come in the war: the 
ship worker is as necessary as the 
soldier.” The American. people have 
been told that munitions, food, and 
ships will win the war, and stress hag 
been laid on each one of these con- 
tributing factors, but at the head of 
the list ships must be put in a light 
that shines out like a beacon. If the 
ships are not-supplied, nothing else 
will count, and America will prove an 
impotent.ally. Upon this fateful truth 
the Four-Minute Men charged with 
appealing for shipyard volunteers 
must insistently ring the changes. 
We believe that when’ those who are 
capable of lending a hand understand 
that if they want to save America they 
must not hold back, thelr patriotism 
will flame up: in indomitable response. 

How can an American with red 
blood in his veins think of his country- 


| men foully done to death on the Tus- 


cania and not vow to do all that lies 
in his power to wipe out the scere 
and defeat the exultant and treacher- 
ous enemy? No man can singly do 
more toward that consummation and 
hasten the day when the world will be 
at peace again than he shipyard 
worker. 
THE POLISH REVOLT. 

The Polish revolt) against. the Bol- 
shevist Government must be more 
serious than the fragmentary reports 
at first indicated, and it must be gen- 
eral. The news that comes from Rus- 
sia is piecemeal, contradictory, con- 
fused, and full of rumors that turn 
out to be false, so that it is difficult 
to: reach a conclusion about the rela- 
tive importance of the ‘vague insur- 
rections that suddenly melt away into 
silence. But there are certain indica- 
tions “about this Polish rebellion that 
seem substantial. 

{The weightiest of them all is the 
fact that Ensign KRYLENKo, the Bol- 
shevist Commander in Chief, has ap- 
pealed to all Bolsheviki to leave Polish 
commands. » This cannot mean any: 
thing except -that the Polish hostility 
to the Bolsheviki is so nearly universal 
that the Bolsheviki despair of making 
converts among them. No such order 
was necessary in the case of the Cos- 
sacks, where the Bolsheyiki have at- 
tempted to sow the seeds of disloyalty 
to their commanders and where they 
boast’ of constant accretions. The 
Poles must be hopeless, for ‘in their 
case the Bolsheviki can find no hope, 
and are obliged to call on all sym- 
pathizers to leave them altogether. 
The hopelessness of the _ situation, 
from a Bolshevist standpoint, is fur- 
ther shown by KRYLENKO’s attempt to 
isolate the Polish soldiers and cut off 
their supplies. 

No such recognition of a war to the 
death has been shown jin the Bol- 
shevist dealings with any ,of their 
other enemies. If the Bolsheviki used 
words in their dictionary sense they 
would call this a declaration of war 
upon Poland. -As they recognize ‘no 
such things as nations, they would 
probably, in ordinary oircumstances, 
call it an attempt to release the Polish 
projetariat frpm bourgeois tyranny. 
The Polish revolt seems too nearly 
universal to enable them to make that 
pretense with any grace. 

It is, of course; possible that the re- 
volt has been inspired by German in- 
fluences. But this seems improbable,’ 
since KRYLENKO charges only that the 
rebels are “ unwilling to submit to 
popular rule,” meaning Bolshevist 
rule. : 

The Bolsheviki are now at-war with 
Rumania. They claim to have won 
their fight with Ukraine. The new 
war on which they have embarked is 
withthe Polish soldiers rather than 
with Poland herself, ‘but’ the *distinc- 
tion is merely verbal.

It. was an inadvert- 
ence,. due to excusable ignorance: of 
the facts set out above. But persist- 
ence in the ‘error’ would be culpable 
discrimination against the Post Of- 
fice’s richest source of income, and an 
injury on top of the insult of propos- 
ing to substitute wagon delivery for 
tube service. 

This ‘city would not complain of a 
three-cent local, rate which was paid 
by all cities. A rate paid by New 
York alone, which’ survives disclosure 
of the fact, is hardly less than a decla- 
ration of ‘hostilities which - will - cost 
the Post Office dear if it does not 
mend its ways. There is no secret 
about the reason why New York’s 
leading civic organizations organize 
opinion against the Post Office’ ad- 
ministration.

Bis- 
marck, flushed with the quickly won 
victory_which resulted in pushing Aus- 
tria° completely out of the German Con- 
federation and in’ paying the way Yor 
Prussia’s Presidency in -the “new com- 
bination which’ was to flower into the 
present empire, fooléd, Napoleon by 
making peace without his knowledge. 
When he asked for his reward, he gained 
nothing, not even permission to buy 
Luxemburg fromthe King of Holland, 
although it was no longer garrisoned by 
Prussia.

The whole world is today astounded 
at the tragedy without precedent which 
is taking place now in Rumarila. -

FROWN ON WOMEN’S RIGHTS, 


Prussian Female Junki Junkers Hotly Op- 
pose Suffrage Aspirations, 


Despite the fact that the work of 
German women is largely responsible 
for the empire’s ability to carry. on the 
war and keep millions of soldiers dt 
the front, these women’s recent efforts 
toward obtaining more political recogni- 
tion have given rise to columns of argu- 
ments in the German press intended to 
convince them that they must be con- 
tent with their present status. 

Copies of German newspapers re- 
ceived in London show that this opposi- 
tion comes mainly from the Prussian 
women Junkers, the kinswomen of the 
militarists and land barons who com- 
prise the reactionary element in Ger- 
many. In a violent attack on the peti- 
tion recently submitted to the Reichstag 
by the League of German Women’s As- 
sociations, a certain Baroness: von 
Pawel-Rammingen fulminates: 

‘* Votes for women would gravely im- 
peril the future of our nation. Political 
activity with all of its obligations would 
be too hea a burden for the women. 
The woman's place is the home, her 
duties those of the housewife and the 
mother. he woman with capacity for 
politics could not fulfill ‘her "Gunton in 
that field without neglecting her fire- 
side and children. She would have no 
recourse but to abandon that natural 
sphere of activity and leave it to the 
care of others, to the direct detriment 
of family life.’

Gov. Edge Predicts Partiérship 
| Between Nation and 
the Railroads.

Governor Walter BE, Edge of New Jer- 
sey was the guest of honor at the an- 
nual dinner of the Men’s Club in the 
assembly hall of All Souls Church, 
Ocean. and Ditmas Avenues, Brooklyn, 
last night: Other .speakers were the 
pastor, the Rev. Dr. A, Bugene -Bart- 


‘lett: Presidént: Harry Davenport of the 


club, and Abbe Patrice Flynn, member 
of the French. Commission, ‘who de- 
scribed some features of his work with 
the French’ soldiers, in France. Gov- 
ernor Edge spoke, in part, as fellows: 

‘* Politics, like football and the lux- 
vries, js losing much of its prestige in 
this day of war. More and more people 
are beginning to rely upon Government 
for healthy guidance in personal habits, 
in business and in all manner of human 
activity. Public office is no longer @ 
partisan. sinecure; it’s a real responsi- 
bility, and the public so regards it. - 

“‘T will not criticise for the sake of 
criticising.. Washington has achieved 
wonders and has also blundered in war 
preparations. But I cannot help think- 
ing that miost of the few mistakes could 
have been avqided had official Washing- 
ton the benefit of the advice and ex- 
perience of ‘trained American business 
men in coping with extraordinary eco- 
nomic and industrial problems demand- 
‘ng technical knowledge. When you 
want some one to buy in your business 
you get a buyer; to sell, a salesman. I 
say the Government should seek the 
services of coal operators, shippers, and 
dealers in solving its fuel problem, of 
food producers and distributers in solv- 
ing its food problem, and of practical 
railroad men in solving its transporta- 
tion. difficulties. We need business heads 
and business experience in charge of 
Business tasks precisely as -we need 
military tacticians and disciplinarians in 
charge of military tasks. 

“But good will come of the evil. 
With Uncle Sam at the throttle the 
wrongs of excessive competition, dupli- 
cation of effort, corporation red tape, 


and governmental contempt for trans- 
portation essentials ‘must be exposed 


.| for the common benefit in the future. 


I do not look for Government owner- 
ship of railroads, I believe that rail- 
road men can run railroads-better than 
anybody else. But I foresee a partner- 
ship between Government and railroads 
aimed, not'to harass with extravagant 
and confiscatory regulations, but to pro- 
mote efficiency and a maximum. of 
facilities. And I hope for the same 
partnership petween Government and 
all business—a partnership for mutual 
good, intelligent co-operation, and the 
welfare of the governed. I don’t mean 
paternalism, Neither, of course, do I 
refer to an official winking at corrupt- 
ing combinations or unlawful under- 
standings between. Government ‘and 
business. ° 

‘*T allude to that kind of government 
which understands what business needs 
and aims to give it the widest legiti- 
mate latitude for proper development. 
Here is where the narrow partisan, the 
professional politician, -and the mere 
demagogue tuke a seat in the rear of 
the hall,’ and the hard-headed business 


man of sound views gets on the stage 


where he belongs. 

“New York and. New Jersey are 
wlerey glad to note the dawn of an era 
or this kind of partnership between 
Government and legitimate business. 
We have a pori which is a national 
asset of immense value. The two States 
have already formed a. partnership in 
the development of this port, and the 
fact that the railroads are managed by 
Uncle Sam instead ‘of by a dozen differ- 
ent and distinct heads is an advantage 
in that it will be the easier to ‘pool in- 
terests and, mobilize facilities. fe need 
a clearing house for freight, a common 
point of shipment reached 4 all trunk 
lines through connecting railroads, and 
it is appreciated that the task will be 
far less difficult with centralized con- 
trol of railroads and a sudden freedom

While Collectors of Internal Revenue 
may in their discretion grant extensions 
not to exceed thirty days, provided writ- 
ten application is made, a situation has 
developed calling for a general exten- 
sion which will obviate the necessity for 
individuals making applications. Col- 
lector William H. Edwards of the Second 
or Wall Street District, who has written 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Roper 
suggesting a general extension of time 
within which to file all classes of re- 
turns, said yesterday he had received 
mo word from Washington to indicate 
what. action would be taken relative to 
his request. 

sCollector Edwards said there was on 
every hand a ‘keen desire on the part 
of taxpayers to be patriotic and co- 
operate with the Government in filing 
their blanks: but this was impossible 
because of the delay in getting: the 
forms here. As things stand the local 
révenue offices have not been supplied 
with the excess profits corporation, and 
fiduciary forms, nor have the instruc- 
tions for the excess profits tax been re- 
céived for général distribution. 


Many Seek Extensions.

Feou Administration Expert Says) ® 
. the Ration Card Is ‘Going 
to Pinch.’

pr, Alonso Taylor, an expert of the 
United States Féod ‘Administration, de- 
livéred. an‘ address befére more than 400 
prominent women at the Federal Food 
Boara yesterday; in which he pointed 
cut the exteht to which the Allies are 
dependent upon.-this country for their 
food. Urging ‘the women before him, 
all members of the newly organized 
Honor System for - Voluntary Food 
Rationing to extend the field of. their 
conservation’ work into all parts of the 
country, Dr. Taylor said: 

“The falling off-in France of food 


production was almost 60 percent. 
In England it was almost 45 or 50 per 
cent. Now, you must count the Allies 
as a unit just as Germany counts her 
eonquered territory as an industrial unit. 
Germany must raise the food. She must 
import food, and she must repress con- 
sumption ot food.° Her importation. of 
food since the application of the Ameri- 
can blockade’ consists in wringing from 
the mouths’ of ‘unfortunate peoples of 
the od¢cvpied areas the foods that they 
have been ‘compelled. under military 
domination to produce.” 

Dr. Thylor’declared that: it was highly 
essential . t the ‘wealthy classes 
should set an example in conservation, 
because of its psychological effect upon 
the other classes, which are always 
tempted, with the expansion of wages 
and economic means, to emulate the 
lavish standards of the well to do. 

“The temptation to yteld to extrava- 
gance,’’ he said, ‘‘ presents a very pai 7 
cult problem: it is so in Germany. i 

It is perfectly 
natural and ‘proper’ for any. etiiccie 
class with an increased. income to leap 
to higher standards of consumption. 
When the time comes, however, fortu- 
nate is the nation whose wealthy classes 
have from the beginning set the public 
an example of s = eae ty in life, re- 
trenchment in outl ay, repression § in 
consumption .in every direction... That 
forms the background upon which then 
the efforts of public administrators 
may operate in the. hope of seeing a re- 
duction in the consumption of all 
classes. This is the great problem of 
Germany—the wealthy class of Ger- 
many was able to purchase food out- 
side of the ‘channels sanctioned by the 
Government. The poor people and the 
middle classes, not being able to do 
that, were enraged at this practice by 
the ‘wealthy classes.”’ 

The*:ration card. according to Dr. 
Taylor was ‘“‘going to pinch.’’ He 
added that it would be a failure from 
the moral standpoint if it didn’t. In 
conclusion he took occasion to denounce 
the ‘‘ loose talk about the lives of the 
American soldiers in France.”’ 

‘*I was in a position to see,’’ he said, 
“to observe and study it rather more 
closely than the casual traveler in 
France, and I want to say that the 
three charges made against our men 
by gossip mongering returners— 
that they are leading alcoholic lives, 
that they are leading dissolute lives and 
that they are afflicted with disease—all 
that is falsehood from a. to end. 
I have been told by officers and pri- 
vates and by Americans living in 
France, who are in no way engaged in 
wo6rk which will lead them to attempt 
to minimize those features if they were 
true, that the men in France never in 
this country led as clean a life as they 
are leading in France and their resi- 
dence there has been ‘entirely a process 
of moralization. They are in the first 
place undergoing physical training there 
nde’ disciplined officers. They are 
also living: in an atmosphere of sacri- 
fice and nobility and it does every 
American good to be in it and it is goes 
for a soldier to be in it and live 
as he does in France, and I-want to nail 
this lie every day until it is stamped 
out. I want to say that when this lié 
is run down it will be found at least to 
a certain extent to have’ been a mo- 
tivated circulation.’’ 


SMOOT FAVORS A FAST DAY. 


Suggests That Nation Skip 
Meals a Month to Save Food. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 8. — Drastic 
action to meet the food shortage was 
urged today in the Senate debate. 
Senator Smoot suggested one fast day 
a month to conserve the food supply. 
Senator Borah said the situation was 
not due to actual shortage, but ‘to the 
transportation and labor situations... He 
gaid there were 4,000. cars of potatoes in 
Idaho awaiting shipment. 

‘“‘If this draft law is executed as it 
was -the last time,"’ said he, ‘‘we are 

going to see a breakdown in farm 
production.”’
